Information Disclosure Statement 
The following foreign references, listed in the Information Disclosure Statement filed 
February 5, 2004, were not considered because the Applicant has failed to supply an English 
translation or equivalent abstract for the listed references; 2002-122824, 9-90291 and 2001- 
3 18345. The examiner will consider the references once an English abstract or statement of 
relevance is received. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. Although the prior art teaches a progressive power lens having different base curves 
such that a first base curve is smaller than a second base curve, a front a rear surface, a distance 
portion having refractive power for distance vision, a near portion having refractive power for 
near vision, a middle portion with continuously changing refractive power connecting the near 
portion to the distance portion and a defined spherical refractive power at a distance reference 
point as claimed in the instant invention, the prior art fails to teach such a lens as having the 
relational inequality expressed in terms of the defined widths as a function of the base curves and 
spherical refractive powers as claimed in independent claims 1, 3, 5 and 7. The prior art also 
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fails to teach a progressive power satisfying the relational constraint wherein the limitation is 
defined in terms of the ratio of defined widths as claimed in independent claims 15 and 16.
